At the American censor’s office 
here, where all mail from the oc­ 
cupied zone is passed upon before 
bel ti g sent on its way to the En­ 
tente countries, an average of twro 
thousand letters a day written by 
Germans have been received, with

UKRAINE ANO POEAND 


KEYS TO RUSSIA 


April 2. 
(Correspond­ 
ence of The 
Associated 
Press) — 
That Polaud and the Ukraine ar© 
the keys to RusiKa is the conviction 
of The Associated Press correspond­ 
ent who has just traveled over those 
two countries and interviewed doz­ 
ens of the highest officers, officials 
and citizens. 
There has been more talk than 
action concerning Poland as a bar­ 
rier to Bolshevism but there has 
been not only no talk but some un­ 
favorable 
action 
regarding 
the 
Ukraine which country 
apparently 
is almost unknown to a majority 
of the people in* the Entente coun­ 
tries. 
The Ukraine has been visit­ 
ed in a casual manner by strolling 
officers and missions. 
A single Am­ 
erican officer who 
attempted 
to 
visit Kiev, capital of the Russian 
Ukraine, was 
prevented 
by 
the 
French at Odessa, according to the 
statement made to The Associated 
Press by 
General 
railway **ar capital 
Prosku t o v . 
There is plenty 
Ukraine 
but 
Bolshevism 
obtained 
the upper hand there owing to use 
of money from Moscow, agitation 
and the buying of troops which oth­ 
erwise 
w’ould 
have 
been 
faithful. 
What is now' important is that it 
should

The version told to The Associated 
Press correspondent by an American 
oil man who has spent 25 years in 
these countries is that the Polish 
refinery owners .backed up by Aus- 
tian capital, first attempted to seize 
the oil fields and this led up to an 
attempt by the West Ukrainians or 
Rut henians to bold these fields and 
to take Lemberg. 
The Associated Press correspond­ 
ent apparently was the first person 
from the outside to visit the Uk- 
rainv* seeking 
unbiased 
informa­ 
tion. 
The i>eople who occupy what 
the yterm West Ukraine, the old 
East Austrian 
Galician 
province, 
certainly ate not led by adventur­ 
ers. 
For the most part they are 
poor which is possibly duf to lack 
of enterprise in 
the former Rus­ 
sian 
Empire. 
They are also un­ 
lettered. 
J hey would be far poorer 
i ft he oil fields were lost to them. 
But they have the spirit of their 
race and desire to be their own

stood this fact. 
Neither are the people of Russian 
or Greater Ukraine political adven­ 
turers. 
They are related by race 
with tliosp of old Eastern Galicia 
at least as far eastward as Poltava. 
As soon a s the correspondent pass­ 
ed from Lemberg into the Ukrainian

it 
was apparent 
that

WEAPON OE WARFARE

OTTAWA. 
Kans., May 13. -T h e 
most 
terrible weapon of the Ger­ 
mans in the war was poison gas. 
Dr. Reginald ll. Meade of Kansas 
City, who was a major in the med­ 
ical corps of the 354th infantry, 
S9th division, told the Kansas Med­ 
ical Society which concludes its fif­ 
ty-third annual convention here to­ 
day. 
Dr. Meade was gassed, and 
he did not recover for five months. J 
He was with the soldiers in the 
St. Mihiel drive and in nu m e ro u s1 
battles later in which the Germans 
used great quantities of gas shells. 
The mustard gas, he said, was the 
most effective of all the enemy gas­ 
ses. 
Though not as fatal as some 


of the other kinds, it produced 
greatest number of casualties. 
Dr. Meade told of the S9th 
vision’s first experience w'ith 
It was just after it had relieved 
82nd in the front line at Toul.

The 
Germans greeted the new division 
with a bombardment of 8,000 "yel­ 
low cross" gas shells on the night 
of August 7, 1918. 
It w’as not un­ 
til the following morning, several 
hours later, when the men began 
to move around in the gassed area, 
unaware of its deadly vapor, that it 
began to take effect. 
"When I arrived in the gassed 
area.” Dr. Meade said, "I saw the 
most 
horrible 
sight 
I 
have ever 
witnessed. 
Men were lying around 
on the ground with their eyes cov­ 
ered to protect them from the light, 
and w’ere vomiting and begging for 
relief.” 
On the following day he went 
back 
to the 
field 
hospital which 
the casualties of the 89th had been 
removed. 
All the cots were filled 
and men were lying about in the 


small 
woods 
fairly covering 
the 
ground. 
"Their 
suffering 
seemed 
to be greater, judging from groans 
to be heard all over the w'oods, 
than 
any 
other 
suffering 
from 
wounds witnessed by me later. For­ 
tunately, in wounds received from 
high explosive and machine gains, 
the suffering is not very great as 
compared with the suffering endur­ 
ed from gas. 
Gas demoralizes men 
much more than any kind of an 
attack— much 
more 
than 
the 
so­ 
called ‘going over the top.’ 
"Casualties are produced in twTo 
ways, by inhalation of the atomized 
mist and by the vhandling of arti­ 
cles covered with the liquid film. 
The gas penetrates the clothing and 
is inhaled by the men. 
The film 
collects on solid substances, such as 
artillery, rifles, clothing and equip­ 
ment.”

Colonel Wells said the great bulk 
of the Rumanian food supply, i n - t 
eluding about twenty thousand tons; 
of flour monthly, is furnished by 
the American Food Administration. 
It is sold in wholesale quantities 
to the government, which attends to 
all details of transportation and dis­ 
tribution. Flour trains run continu­ 
ally from the ports to the interior 
and 
have 
the 
right-of-way 
over 
all other transport. The supply is 
being weU-handled and there is no 
longer danger of starvation except 
in 
isolated 
areas, 
particularly 
in 
the Dobrudja region, where local 
transport is excessively difficult. 
Supplementary to the Food Ad­ 
ministration program the American 
Red Cross Commission to Rumania 
has already developed a nation-wide 
food 
and 
clothing 
relief program 
which airns particularly at the re­ 
lief of the destitute, the welfare of 
orphans, the organization of sew- 
ing-rooms and the general amelior­ 
ation of conditions. 
This effort has 
had the hearty co-operation of the 
Rumanian government. 
From King 
Ferdinand and Queen Marie to the 
last clerk, the Rumanian people are 
very grateful, and "to be an Ameri­ 
can is to be honored." 
The Commission to Rumania has 
fifty-four members, about evenly di­ 
vided between 
men 
and 
women. 
Lieutenal Colonel H. Gideon Wells 
is commissioner and general direc­ 
tor. The commission Is the crea­ 
tion of the Commission to the Bal­ 
kan states which 
now has 
head­ 
quarters at 
Rome, and of which 
Colonel 
Henry Anderson of Rich­ 
mond. Virginia, is the commission­ 
er-in-chief. The general program of 
the Balkan Commission, already ef­ 
fectively applied in Serbia. Ruman­ 
ia, Greece, Albania and Montene­ 
gro is one of emergency relief.

BUILDING FOR WAR1

WASHINGTON, May 
16.— Even 
in America “ the greatest builder of 
the past,” no feat of construction 
has ever approached that involved 
in the completion in 90 days of 16 
cantonments for the national army 
and 16 tent cities for the national 
guard, says the official war “ mater­ 
ial” history made public today by 
the War Department. The task in­ 
volved the erection and equipment 
of 32 cities capable of accommo­ 
dating 40,000 persons each, with all 
the requisite water, lighting, sewer­ 
age. hospital and heating utilities, 
and in addition the preparation of 
the strictly military features, such 
as parade grounds and rifle and 
artillery ranges. 
The feature 
comforts 
enjoyed 
by the American soldier of 1917 is 
contrasted with those afforded the 
man of ’61-’65. Substantial barracks 
heated by steam or stoves, took the 
place of tents; chemically pure wa­ 
ter replaced that secured from the 
casual 
spring 
or stream; 
scienti­ 
fic laundries cared for the national 
army recruit's clothing, and 
field 
bakeries g *ve him the modern suc­ 
cessor to the army hoecake. 
Lumber used in the cantonments 
alone, the report says, was equiv­ 
alent 
to a 
board-walk 
12 
inches 
wide and one inch thick “ to the 
moon and half way back” while the 
nails of m e popular 
size 
would 
“girdle the earth 3 1-2 times.” * 
The race between the contractors 
to complete the cantonments in the 
time for the initial draft is elo­ 
quently 
described, 
the builder of 
Camp Taylor, Louisville, Ky., win­ 
ning by a 
narrow' 
margin. 
The 
cantonments occupied 167,7 41 acre^ 
of land .which cost an average of 
$3.93 
per acre, and the contrac­ 
tors’ 
profits 
were 
given 
as 
less 
than 2 1-2 per cent of the gross 
cost of construction. 
Expenditures 
for 
the 
canton­ 
m e n t represented 70 per cent of the 
total for the Panama Canal, but 
the time consumed was less than 
90 days against IO years for the 
can.il. Supplementary building proj­ 
ects undertaken by the department 
aggregated a much larger project 
than the cantonments and includ­ 
ed enormous storehouses, factories 
for 
various 
purposes. 
proving 
grounds, army posts, embarkation 
fac!lities, 
docks, 
magazines, 
rail­ 
roads. aviation fields and hospitals. 
“ On 
November 
l l , 
1918," 
the 
report says, “ the construction di­ 
vision was conducting 525 opera­ 
tions in 4 42 localities involving air 
expenditure 
of 
$1,000,000,000. 
These touched every state but one.” 
As the construction crews devel­ 
oped 
teamwork, 
remarkable 
in­ 
stances of speed were reported. Pre­ 
cautions taken to assist 
the con­ 
tractors included the detail of a dis­ 
bursing officer on the spot “ with 
the check hook ready” so that ma­ 
terial could be paid on 
delivery, 
and sc that special equipment could 
he obtained at a fair rental and a 
steady flow of building 
materials 
he insured. 
The last feature fin­ 
ally 
necessitated 
the 
sending 
of 
soldiers into the forest to cut logs 
and piles and to load them on rail­ 
road cars which were guarded by 
soldiers to their destination. 
When a shortage of stoves threat­ 
ened the health of the new’ army. 
officers of the construction division 
were sent to the factories to speed 
up production with the result that 
the army 
“obtained 
15,000 
in 
3 
months although that number is a 
year's output of the industry. 
Fire 
prevention 
at 
the 
various 
army projects was so efficient that 
the per capita loss was only 4 6 cents 
compared with the civilian rate or 
$2.42.

A woman has been entrust- 
ed with the big task of organizing 
and 
administering 
relief work

one of Europe’s

states

Czech o-Slovakia. 
Lady Muriel Paget, an English­ 
woman 
whose 
devotion 
to 
the 
Czocho-Slovak cause is well known, 
arrived ht*re from 
Prague 
today 
after a month’s tour of the new re­ 
public, and outlined to The Associ­ 
ated Press correspondent her scheme 
for the relief of that country. Her 
plan, which has the approval of the 
Czechoslovak authorities, is to en­ 
list y body of able and willing so­ 
cial workers to train the women of 
Czechoslovakia 
In 
social 
welfare 
work. 
Her ambition is to Interest 
patriotic Czech women in America 
in the welfare of their native land. 
"There are roughly five million 
people In 
Czechoslovakia ‘ today 
who have just, enough to keep body 
and 
soul 
together,” 
Lady 
Muriel 
said. “ Against these, who may be 
described as the rural population, 
there are 7,000,000 who are below 
the line of bare existence. They are, 
broadly speaking, the industrial and 
mining population." 
“ Food, most of it from America, 


is now coming into 
the 
country 
through 'fliest at the rate of abient 
a hundred carloads a day; yet 400,- 
000 people in eastern Slovakia are 
starving, and even in the better sit­ 
uated parts the flour ration is only 
3 lbs. a head per month.” 
Lady Muriel explained how (his 
situation is utilized by the Magyars 
in Hungary to sow discontent among 
the Slovaks. 
"Practically all 
the 
intelligent 
classes have left 
Slovakia,” 
Lady 


Muriel continued,” and it is during 
the present crisis and until their 
own people can be trained to do 
constructive 
and 
administrative 
work that the Czechoslovak gov­ 
ernment and the people have asked 
me to organize temporary assistance 
and provide advice.” 
Lady 
Muriel 
will establish 
h er 
relief 
headquarters 
at 
Pressburg 
from which center the sixteen ne­ 
cessitous Slovakian districts will be 
fed. clothed and medically assisted.
